Every day some new reason is given why 


the Force bill should be beaten and the 
party responsible for it driven from power. 
The Iowa democrats in State convention, 
last Wednesday, had the following to say 
in their platform: 


"The election bill passed by the lower 


house of congress is a menace to the free- 
dom and purity of our elections. 
It places 


the treasury of the United States at the dis- 
posal of the party in power; it enables the 
managers of the party to employ as large a 
force as it deems necessary to carry on the 
work of its campaign, and to do this under 
pretense of supervising elections; it de- 
stroys all responsibility of government to 
the people by vesting its enormous powers 
in officers holding by appointment and for 
life. We believe that the people of the 
various localities can be safely trusted to 
conduct their own elections and that the 
power of congress to determine the qualifi- 
cation election, and return of its members 
is sufficient for protection against local 
abuses."

idle apprehension which says the republi- 
cans will use the money in the IT. S. treas- 
ury as a campaign fund. 
Just now we see 


that party appropriating the sum of §50,000 
from the treasury to give 2,000 men work in 
a navy yard in Reed-s district for about & 
month.

THESE is something strange in the aver- 


age newspaper comment about the execution 
of Kemmler. Several of the papers yester- 
day pronounced it an "atrocious barbarisiin." 
This happened in the editorial column. 
People again turned to the extended ac- 
counts of the execution and looked In vain 
for the "horrors" that were spoken of. 
Now, the execution 
was reported in 


minutest detail; and the awaful barbarism, 
if there was any, should appear in those re- 
ports. 
Of course an execution is not a 


game of lawn tennis. You caat shut out a 
man's life with all the elegant grace and 
cool nerve you blow out a perfumed candle. 
This is not to be expected, a fact that should 
be remembered by some of those who have 
commented. 


Let us see how the "awaful barbarism" 


looks in the reports that went to the press 
The current was turned on and "there was 
a quick, convulsive start of the bound figure 
in the chair and a little squeaking sound of 
straining straps. After the first convulsive 
start that marked the stroke of lightning 
upon Kemmler there was no movement ot 
muscle nor twitch of nerve". Of course we 
must compare this death by electricity with 
that by hanging. Now sat the above de- 
scription of Kemmler's movements along- 
side of that following the drop of the trap 
at a hanging. 


But a mistake was made; the current was 


turned off too soon. Kemmler went through 
motions that some of the doctors present 
reported as "a reflex of muscular action." 
No one pretended that the condemned was 
conscious at this time. Whatever caused 
the movements, the current was turned on 
again. In the space of two minutes every- 
tning was done. Now suppose a mistake 
was made and the first current was turned 
off too soon, compare that with mistakes 
that are read of every week at hangings. 


Now this execution of Kemmler may 


have been a horrible affair, but we would 
like a detailed statement of the facts that 
show the horror. 
People of more than 


average delicate nerve sat around that exe- 
cution. If their impression of horror is to 
pass as fact, then take the same people out 
to see an average hanging and let them state 
how the horrors compare.
